ORDER  EARLY — By  so  doing  you  will  get  the 
advantage  of  avoiding  the  rush  season,  as  all  or- 
ders are  filed  in  the  order  received  regardless  of 
shipping  date  and  in  case  some  varieties  are  sold 
out  during  the  season  the  first  to  order  will  be  the 
ones  to  get  them. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENT— As  the  time  varies  for 
planting  in  different  localities  we  will  ship  when 
we  think  is  the  proper  time  to  plant  but  would 
rather  you  would  give  shipping  date  with  your 
order. 

PRICES  QUOTED — These  prices  on  Dahlias 
are  for  strong  field  grown  divisions  that  have  not 
been  forced  or  propogated  from.  The  Gladioli  and 
Tulip  bulbs  are  of  sufficient  size  to  produce  fine 
bloom  the  first  season. 

TERMS — On  all  cash  orders  we  prepay  de- 
livery charges  if  the  order  is  for  $1.00  or  more;  if 
it  is  less  than  $1.00  add  10  cents.  We  will  ship 
C.  O.  D.,  if  you  desire  and  you  may  pay  at  planting 
time  when  the  bulbs  are  received,  but  will  add  the 
Parcel  Post  charges  which  you  will  pay  when  you 
pa.y  for  the  bulbs. 

SUBSTITUTION — If  we  are  sold  out  of  some 
variety  we  will  substitute  but  will  never  use  an 
inferior  kind,  it  will  be  of  equal  or  greater  value. 
If  you  tell  us  not  to  substitute,  the  price  will  be 
refunded. 

GUARANTEE — All  tubers  and  bulbs  are  guar- 
anteed to  be  true  to  name  as  grown  by  us  and  to 
reach  you  in  growing  condition;  we  are  ready  and 
willing  to  replace  any  that  should  prove  otherwise. 
However,  we  will  not  be  responsible  for  losses 
caused  by  things  over  which  we  have  no  control 
such  as  insects,  drought,  poor  soils,  unfavorable  lo- 
cations, etc.  In  no  case  will  we  be  liable  for  more 
than  the  purchase  price  of  bulbs. 

TIME  LIMIT — No  orders  will  be  accepted  for 
Dahlias  after  May  10  and  for  Gladiolus  May  1,  as 
we  expect  to  start  planting  as  near  these  dates  as 
the  weather  and  soil  conditions  will  permit. 
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RESERVES — We  reserve  the  right  to  refuse 
any  C.  0.  D.  order  that  we  have  reason  to  believe 
is  not  given  in  good  faith,  also  prepaid  orders  if 
our  stock  of  bulbs  and  tubers  should  be  destroyed 
by  frost,  fire,  windstorm  or  any  other  cause  over 
which  we  have  no  control,  in  which  instance  we  will 
refund  purchase  price  in  full.

DAHLIAS. 

CULTURE — Select  the  sunniest  spot  available, 
the  open  garden  preferred.  Do  not  use  fertilizer 
unless  the  soil  is  very  poor,  then  spade  in  or  plow 
under  well  rotted  manure  (never  use  fresh  manure); 
if  you  have  been  having  trouble  by  foliage  growing 
rank  and  not  producing  bloom  is  probably  because 
the  soil  is  too  rich  and  sometimes  may  be  overcome 
by  removing  the  soil  from  the  hill  and  mixing  it 
with  sand,  about  half  and  half.  Avoid  a stiff  clay. 

Plant  from  May  1 to  June  1 in  this  latitude. 
Lay  the  tuber  flat,  do  not  stand  on  end.  Cover  four 
to  six  inches  deep,  about  two  and  one-half  feet 
apart  in  the  row  and  the  rows  about  three  and  one- 
half  feet  apart.  Cultivate  as  any  other  garden  crop. 
If  planted  in  beds  (massing  system),  plant  about 
eighteen  inches  each  way  and  keep  the  soil  loose 
until  the  plants  are  well  established,  then  they  will 
take  care  of  themselves.  During  a drought  soak 
the  ground  thoroughly  with  wat6r  every  seven  or 
eight  days.  After  the  plants  are  killed  by  frost,  cut 
off  the  tops  and  let  the  clumps  stay  in  the  ground  a 
week  or  longer  before  digging  and  storing  away  for 
the  winter. 

SIZE  OF  TUBERS— Do  not  be  guided  by  the 
size  of  a dahlia  tuber  for  just  as  good  results  will 
be  obtained  from  a tiny  root  only  an  inch  long  as 
from  one  a foot  long.  L o not  condemn  a tuber  un- 
til it  has  been  given  a fair  chance.  We  have 
planted  tubers  that  were  dry  and  swiveled  and 
looked  as  though  no  life  was  left  in  them  but  they 
grew  and  produced  foliage  and  bloom  the  same  as 
any  other. 
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CLASSIFICATION. 

CACTUS  DAHLIAS — Have  the  long  narrow 
petals  and  full  to  the  center.  The  Hybrid  Cactus 
have  broader  and  more  massive  petals. 

DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS— Are  large  double 
flowers,  full  to  center,  with  broad  flat,  somewhat 
loosely  arranged  floral  rays  with  broad  points  or 
rounded  tips. 

PEONY-FLOWERED  DAHLIAS— Are  of  large 
size,  usually  having  two  or  three  rows  of  long  flat 
petals  or  pointed  and  twisted  petals,  and  show  an 
cpen  center. 

SHOW  DAHLIAS— Are  the  closely  quilled  ball- 
shaped varieties  ranging  in  size  from  two  inches 
in  diameter  up  to  massive  bloom. 

POMPON  DAHLIAS— Are  the  little  fellows 
two  inches  and  under  in  diameter — same  shape  and 
form  as  Show.

GLADIOLUS. 

The  Gladiolus  is  one  of  the  most  decorative 
cut  flowers  grown  in  our  gardens  as  it  lends  itself 
readily  to  any  arrangement.  If  the  spikes  are  cut 
when  the  first  flower  comes  into  bloom  the  others 
will  open  and  remain  fresh  for  many  days.  It  is  of 
easy  culture  and  as  good  results  may  be  obtained 
the  first  attempt  as  that  of  the  experienced  florist. 

CULTURE — Plant  the  bulbs  in  the  spring  as 
early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  and  for  a suc- 
cession of  bloom  may  be  planted  every  two  weeks 
up  to  July.  Work  the  ground  deep  and  plant  from 
four  to  six  inches  deep  and  about  four  inches  apart 
in  the  row.  Cultivate  as  any  other  garden  crop. 
They  require  full  sunlight  and  we  do  not  advise 
planting  close  to  buildings  or  anywhere  they  will 
be  shaded  but  in  the  open  garden  where  they  will 
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have  a fair  chance  to  prove  their  worth. 

We  furnish  bulbs  of  sufficient  size  to  produce 
a fine  bloom  the  first  year.

TULIPS. 

The  great  variety  of  color,  intense  brilliancy 
and  beautiful  shadings  make  the  Tulip  one  of  the 
best  hardy  flowers  we  have,  as  they  come  into 
bloom  early  in  the  spring  when  outside  flowers  are 
scarce  and  there  are  no  other  bulbs  that  produce 
such  a gorgeous  display  with  so  little  care  and 
cultivation. 

As  a cut  flower  the  Tulip  is  of  great  value  and 
will  hold  up  well  for  ten  days  and  quite  often  long- 
er. Our  method  is  to  cut  the  bloom  when  it  first 
comes  full  but  before  the  petals  begin  to  spread, 
cutting  the  stems  as  long  as  possible,  using  a sharp 
knife.  Cut  early  in  the  morning  and  place  in  cold 
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water  until  late  in  the  evening,  then  take  out  of  the 
water  and  put  in  a cool  place  until  morning  and  be- 
fore putting  them  in  fresh  water  again,  clip  off  the 
end  of  the  stem.  This  is  repeated  day  after  day. 
Leaving  the  bloom  out  of  water  over  n’ght  is  not 
necessary  if  the  water  is  changed  both  night  and 
morning  but  we  believe  that  method  is  the  better. 
Keep  the  bloom  in  a place  where  it  is  as  near  the 
same  or  lower  than  outside  temperature. 

CULTIVATION — Plant  in  the  fall  before  the 
ground  freezes;  spade  deep,  setting  the  bulbs  about 
four  to  six  inches  apart  and  about  four  inches  deep. 
They  will  thrive  in  any  soil  except  a stiff  clay. 
Cover  with  a light  mulch  of  leaves  or  other  litter 
which  should  be  removed  very  early  in  the  spring. 
The  bulbs  may  be  lifted  after  the  foliage  has  turned 
yellow,  and  stored  way  until  planting  time  again 
or  they  may  be  left  in  the  ground  to  come  up  and 
bloom  again  year  after  year. 

All  our  bulbs  will  bloom  the  first  spring  after 
planting.  They  are  grown  from  Dutch  bulbs  im- 
ported from  Holland. 

We  do  not  issue  individual  Tulip  list  and  we 
suggest  that  orders  i^each  us  by  September  1. 

EARLY  SINGLE  TULIPS. 

The  Early  Single  Tulips  usually  come  into 
bloom  about  two  weeks  earlier  than  the  Darwins.
